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20 arrested in crackdown 


OFFICERS arrested 20 people in North- 
ampton on Saturday night as part 
of Operation Challenge - a crack- 
down on alcohol-related crime and 
disorder. 

A ‘custody village’ was set up on All Saints, 
providing advice and guidance to drunk 
and vulnerable people as well as providing 


officers with an ‘on the ground’ unit in 
which to detain and deal with those 
arrested. 

Chief Inspector Andy Cox said: “We 
are taking a robust approach and using 
the powers at our disposal to re-establish 
acceptable standards of behaviour in our 
town centres, especially at weekend evenings 
and night times. 


“The Licensing Act allows us the flexibility 
to arrest people who are drunk in a public 
place where we feel appropriate, for example 
when their inebration results in vulnerability 
or aggressive behaviour. 

“The purpose of this initiative is to both 
educate people that we will use this power 
and to make them aware of the consequences. 
The majority of those arrested were given 


referrals to DAARS (Drug and Alcohol 
Referral Scheme) which will increase their 
awareness of alcohol use and consider the 
health, social and legal implications. 

“Officers who took offenders home reported 
good feedback from family members - that it 
is an excellent idea which encourages them to 
really stop and think about the affects of their

A HOME-BIRTH midwife can tell expect- 
ant women exactly how good the care 
from Northampton General Hospital is 
after choosing her boss to deliver her 


own baby. 


Louisa Munro, aged 28, from Semilong knew 


she wanted to have her baby at home. 


But as part of NGH’s award-winning home 
birth team, she also knew who she wanted to 


help her. 


She said: “Bobby Williams was the one who 
took me under her wing when I first qualified 
and she had so much experience. Something 
between us clicked. She was the perfect choice.” 

Bobby, who won an NGH award this year, said: 
“It was a real privilege and something really 
special for me, but there’s a bit more pressure 


when you’re caring for another midwife. 


“You want to get everything just right.” 
Louisa gave birth to a son, Harry, last week 
at her home in Semilong and Mrs Williams was 

present despite being on annual leave at the 


time. 


For the past two-and-a-half years, Louisa 
has been part of the home birth team that won 
an NHS award in 2011 for allowing women the 
choice of where they give birth. The team is 
aiming to get the home birth rate up to 10 per 
cent of all births in the NGH area. Since the 
team’s inception, it has doubled the rate, which 
now stands at seven per cent of births, almost 


triple the national average. 


Louisa said she can now empathise with her 
patients, having been through the same scenario 


herself. 


Louisa said: “I’m quite experienced myself, 
but I definitely needed someone with me despite 


that. 


“You almost package that knowlege away. 

“The minute I was in labour, all my midwifery 
training just went out the window and I became 
a vulnerable woman, just like everyone else.

Marquee proposal for abbey garden 


ROMANTIC couples could soon be able 
to hold their wedding receptions at 
one of Northampton’s most beautiful 
locations. 

Northampton Borough Council’s 
planning committee is expected 
to grant planning permission for 
marquees to be put up in the walled 
garden of Delapre Abbey next week. 

It is hoped the move will give the 
venue, which dates back to 1145, a new 


lease of life. 

A report, which will be seen by the 
planning committee on September 
4, said: “The walled garden is an 
important historical feature of the 
abbey. 

“Having a marquee in this area is 
clearly not a feature which would 
have existed historically and could, 
therefore, be detrimental to the 
setting of the building. 


“However, the marquees would only 
be in place for one day at a time and 
only for 12 days in any year. “ 


Permission to put up a marquee in 
the walled garden is expected to be 
granted for the next three years. 


It is thought that by then, a new 
use for the building could have been 
found, which might include holding 
wedding receptions inside.

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Calls for tower abseils to stop 


ALMOST 130 people have signed a pe- 
tition calling for abseils down North- 
ampton’s landmark Lift Tower to be 
scrapped. 

Between April 2011 and May this year, 
more than 600 people abseiled down the 
30-year-old tower, raising more than 
£140,000 for charity. 

But people who live in houses which 
were built at the base of the tower 
in 2004 say the charity events create 
problems with noise and traffic. 

Officials from Northampton Borough 
Council, who have looked into the 
issue, have found that “abseiling is not 
inherently noisy”, but they have said 
tests should be carried out between now 
and March to decide if the tower should 
continue operating as an abseiling base. 

A report to the council’s planning 
committee said: “While  abseiling 
raises some concerns, particularly in 
terms of the effects on neighbours, it 
is considered a temporary consent is 
reasonable to allow the authority to 
fully assess the effect.” The council’s 
planning committee will consider the 
future of the tower next week.

Iilegal workers 
at car wash 


An illegal immigrant who was 
working at a car wash in Sixfields 
was busted when he could not 
spell his fake name, officials said. 

Arrests were made following a 
raid at the Stadium Hand Car Wash, 
Northampton, at about 12.30pm last 
Wednesday. 

Checks revealed two members of staff, 
both from Albania, had entered the UK 
illegally and had no right to be work 
here. 

Both the men, who were aged 25 
and 22, have been taken to UK Border 
Agency detention centre pending their 
removal from the country. 

The 25-year-old initially told officers 


he was a British citizen and gave them a 
false name. 


He finally came clean when officers 
asked him to spell the name and he 
could not do it. 


The business now faces a potential 
fine of up to £20,000. 


UK Border Agency officer, Melanie 
Partridge, said: “We carry out 
operations like this regularly and 
offenders should know that where we 
find people who are in the UK illegally, 
we will seek to remove them. 


“We are looking to target the 
employers who take on illegal 
workers and who encourage illegal 
immigration.”

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Two candidates for the role

A town MP has hit out at a “fright- 
ening” increase in the number of 
people being admitted to North- 
ampton General Hospital with 
alcohol-related problems. 

Last week the Chron revealed figures, 
published by the Local Alcohol Profiles 
for England, which showed an increase 
in the number of “alcohol attributable” 
hospital admissions in Northampton. 

The number of women being admitted 
with booze-related problems increased 
from 566 in 2006-07 to 880 last year, a rise 
of 55 per cent in five years. 

The number of men increased by 35 
per cent, from 1,099 to 1,491 over the 
same time. The figures also revealed the 
county had an above-average amount 
of alcohol-related crimes and alcohol- 
related violence in 2010-11. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton 
South, said the rises highlighted a 
“social problem” in Northampton 


and called for tighter controls of pub 
and club licensing hours as well as a 
clampdown on supermarkets selling 
discounted booze. 

He said: “I think these figures are 
frightening and I would imagine if you 
look at a lot of these cases you will find 
people started binge drinking at a very 
early age. 

“T think Northampton over the last 
20 years has encouraged that witha 
very lax attitude to late-night drinking 
spots which is no good to our evening 
economy and has had the effect of 
creating a great apprehension in the 
minds of the more elderly about going 
into the town centre at night.” 

He said he would like to see the town 
centre made available at night toa 
broader section of society. 

Health bosses said: “NHS Milton 
Keynes and Northamptonshire is 
disappointed to see the rise in people 
being admitted to hospital in the county

due to alcohol-related illnesses. 


“The report highlights that the rise 
in alcohol-related A&E admissions is 
a national concern, and specifically in 
the East Midlands region, where all 
Primary Care Trusts, except one, have 
seen a gradual increase over a five-year 
period. 


“NHS Milton Keynes and 
Northamptonshire continues to work 
with local partners, agencies and 
voluntary organisations to ensure 
the local population has the support 
and help they need to lead a healthy 
lifestyle.” 


Since 2011, police have launched 
Operation Challenge to tackle 
increasing violence across the 
county and in town centres at night. 
Paramedics have also set up a Dynamic 
Emergency Care Centre in the town to 
try to divert people away from A&E at 
weekends.

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THE restoration of four historic cottages 
on the edge of Abington Park, in North- 
ampton, is now nearing completion. 

The Archway Cottages, which date back to the 
1670s, are due to go on the market this month, with 
the two-bedroom properties starting from £169,000. 

The cottages, along with Abington Park, were 
handed over to the town in 1892 by Lord and Lady 
Wantage, but, in 2009, Northampton Borough 
Council decided the Wellingborough Road 
buildings were too costly to maintain. 

A 125-year lease on the properties was 
subsequently sold to developer, Keith Howard, who 
has now restored the historic buildings. 

He said: “We’ve re-fitted the cottages to a very 
high standard, with nice modern fittings. 

“And it will be great to see them in use again 
because these are iconic buildings. Everyone who 
has ever lived in Northampton knows where they 
are.” 

The cottages were originally used to house 
shepherds and wagoners working on the Abington 
Manor estate. 

They were used as council houses until 2007 and 
have stood empty ever since. 

The restoration of the buildings has seen 
stonemasons, iron mongers and specialist glaziers 
employed to bring the properties back to life. The 
homes will now be sold with 124-year leases, with 
prices ranging from £169,000 to £189,000. 

The councillor for the area, Councillor Tony 
Ansell (Con, Abington) was not a member of the 
council when the 125-year lease on the buildings 
was signed over. 

He said: “It was the previous administration that 
did it and had I been on the council at the time, I 
would have fought tooth and nail to stop it. 

“However it is good to see them in use again,

rather than deteriorating, because various 
administrations of the council had left them to 
go to rack and ruin over the years.

USIC became very close to people’s 
Mi hearts in World War Two era, pro- 

viding an expression for patriotism 
and an escape through entertainment. 

And speaking to Gary Wilmot, it is clear 
this idea underpins his latest show, a 1940s 
story called Radio Times, which takes to 
Northampton’s Royal stage next month. 

The musical is set in London’s Blitz-torn 
West End and tells the tale of the BBC's 
wireless show, Variety Bandwagon, and 
how its crew defy obstacles to achieve a 
live broadcast to America. 

Gary said: “Of course people make their 
own entertainments and I can only imagine 
what it must have been like at that time. It 
was such a down time with people losing 
relatives. 

“But people had to pull together and 
needed good entertainment and good 
radio shows, like Variety Bandwagon 
(although this was a made-up name for the 
show).” 

Readers of a certain age may still 
remember Gary's early career, when he 
appeared in the pre-school kids’ show, You 
and Me, with puppets Cosmo and Dibbs 
(there are still episodes available to see on 
YouTube, apparently). 

But Gary has come a long way since the 
‘80s and is today regarded as a respected 
veteran of musical theatre. 

He has certainly been in a lot of musicals, 
ranging from Me and My Girl and The 
Wizard of Oz to Chitty Chitty Bang Bang 
and Chicago. 

He has also found time to appear in 
several plays and record his own solo 
albums. 


But why musicals? Gary, whose late 
father was a member of the music group, 
The Southlanders, explained: “It was a 
complete mistake, or should | say chance. 


“My father was in the profession and 
| knew the downside of showbusiness. | 
watched the professionals on TV and knew 
there was more to it than that.” 


It was Gary’s friends who persuaded 
him onto the stage and after that he never 
looked back. 


He said: “Once | was in it, | was in variety 
back then, and along came an audition 
for Me and My Girl. | have been in musical 
theatre ever since.” 


He added: “My dad died when | was only 
six so | did not know him very well, there 
was no one else to show me what to do 
and | never wanted to be anyone else.” 


Gary has become practised in the art of 
looking after his voice and coping with 
the exhausting occupation of appearing in 
night after night shows. 


He said: “Sometimes illness does get the 
better of you, and it is not just man flu, it 
is proper flu. It takes a lot to be on stage 
so when you are ill you have to take that 
time out otherwise you are cheating the 
audience.” 


As far as ambitions are concerned, Gary 
said: “| would love to do more Me and 
My Girl although | don’t think that will 
happen. 

“It is nice to take a back seat from time 
to time and support others.”

Help preserve heritage 


orris dancing may be an ancient 
Mi tradition but go to any summer 

fete, fair or countryside gather- 
ing and these flamboyant performers 
will still form a major part of the day’s 
activities. 

Yet some Morris dancing groups 
are still struggling to attract younger 
members. 

During the recent bank holiday, one of 
the county's oldest groups, the Brackley 
Morris Men, kept a packed diary dancing 
at The Griffin in Chipping Warden, at 
Canons Ashby House, at the Everdon 
Fete, The Old Red Lion in Litchborough 
and at The Star Inn in Sulgrave. 

The demand for their services is 


(although members do dance with other 
mixed sides) is keen to attract new 
blood. 

Stephen Ferneyhough from the 
Brackley group, said: “Our heritage is 
400 years old and we're keen to keep it 
thriving for future generations to enjoy. 
All you need is a little rhythm, a bundle 
of energy, an enjoyment of teamwork 
and a big smile on your face. 

“We have a long, colourful history 
dating back to at least 1725 when the 
Brackley Morris Men were paid half 
a guinea for dancing at the Whitsun 
celebrations at Aynho House, the seat of 
the Cartwright family. 

“There is also a silver communion 
plate in the parish church of St Peter, 


Brackley, dated 1623, inscibed with the 
names of seven men, who are believed 
(according to local folklore) to have been 
the Morris dancers.” 

Meanwhile, Pauline Dawes of the 
Braybrooke Morris Dancers (a mixed 
side) said: “It would be great if we could 
attract more young people into the 
Morris world, it is difficult to get young 
people to join. 

“If | knew why, | would do something 
about it.”
